AUGUSTA’S SCHOOL DECISION. 


It Removes the Necessity of Maintain- 


ing a Negro High School. 
4ugusta, Ga., Marah 24.—(Special.)—The 
decisions of the supreme court in the Au- 
gusta board of education cases are very 
important. 

Augusta had a thigh school for whites and 
one for negroes. The latter was poorly at- 
tended, graduating a very small class each 
year. The board decided to discontinue the 
negro high school and devote the money 
thus spent for a few pupils for the benefit 
of a larger number in primary schools. 

The negroes of the community opposed 
this action of the board and brought two 
cases before Judge Callaway. One asked a 
mandamus compelling the reopening of the 
negro high school. The other prayed an 
injunction to prevent the board of educa- 
tion from running a white high school 
without a negro high school. 

Judge Callaway refused this injunction 
and the supreme court decision sustains 
him. Judge Callaway sustained the man- 
damus and in this the supreme court over- 
rules him, => that Augusta can have a 
white high school without also having one 
for the negroes. 


THE TEACHER SUSTAINED. 


He Had Whipped a Pupil and Was 
Prosecuted for Assault and Battery. 


Maysville, Ga., March 24.—(Speclial.)—No 
cases of public importance have been 
reached in the superio: court except the 
one against Ernest Neel, teacher at Mays- 
vile, who was prosecuted by Mr. R. N. 
Emmett on a charge of assault and bat- 
tery on the person of John Emmett, four- 
teen years old and a pupil of Professor 
Neel’s sohool. This case was somewhat 
sensational and attracted a good deal of at- 
tention. The evidence showed that while 
Mr. Emmett’s son was a pupil of Professor 
Neel’s school he and another boy engaged 
in a scuffle during a recitation.

GUNS AND MN WILL 
COMB TO ATLANTA 


Emergency Orders for Transfers Have 
Just Been Made. 


MILES HAS REQUESTED IT 


Gate City Will in a Short Time Be a 
Point for Distribution. 


ALL KINDS OF SUPPLIES LOCATED 


As Headquarters of the Gulf Depart- 
ment, Atlanta Will Become a 
Busy Place at Once.

Washington, “March 24.—(Special.)— 
Emergency orders looking to the immedi- 
ate transfer of guns and men from the in- 
terfor to the coast were issued at the war 
department today. These orders were not 
given to the public, but it is known that 
they are in accordance with ‘tthe plans map- 
ped out by General Miles and the officials 
of the department at the time when it first 
became evident that we might have a con- 
flict with Spain. . 

The Qrst step in this direction was the 
creation of the new department of the gulf 
with headquarters at Atlanta. The second 
step is that covered by the orders issued *to- 
day. 

These orders pertain particularly to the 
immediate transfer of all rapid fire field 
and siege guns from points in the interior 
to the Atlantic seaboard. There are a 
large number of these guns and most of 
them are to be sent direct to Atlanta to be 
apportioned out from there to the forts 
along the gulf and Atlantic coast. 

Inder this order all guns of the charac- 
ter described now located at any of the 
posts east of Denver are to be prepared at 
once for shipment. As goon as ‘they are 
ready to be moved orders will be issued for 
the transfer of certain of the troops to ac- 
company them. 

Everything is in readiness in the depart- 
ment of the lakes, the department of Da 
kota and the department of the Platte look- 
ing to an immediate transfer of almost all 
of the forces now statioried at whe posts 
within these departments. Some will go to 
the department of the east and the rest to 
the department of the rulf. 

The great importance of this new depart- 
ment of the gulf in the present emergency 
is recognized by everybody confiected with 
the war department. All th@ plans of the 
different divisions of the department are 
being made around Atlanta as the center. 
That city 1s to be the point for the mobiii- 


zation of forces and for the distribution of 
supplies. 


Tate Makes an Interesting Speech.

He quoted 
the demand of the Chicego platform for 
reduction of expenses and argued that only 
on these lines could we expect the proper 
administration of the affairs of the gov- 
ernment.

that platform the democratic party wi!l 
capture the next house and elect the next 
president. 

Colonel] Tate was greeted by applause 
from both sides of the chamber when he 
declared that while a strict economist in 
time of peace, he stood’ ready to vote for 
any necessary appropriation for the na- 
tional defense.

What Its regarded 
as a more probable theory as to their 
movements, however, is that when next 
heard from they will be at Key West or 
some other port in the United States, 

They are not particularly strong ships, 
and in their present pcesition they might 
possibly fall a prey to the more powerful 
Spanish fleet in Cubau waters on the eve 
of a conflict. , 

Inasmuch as considerations of this char- 
acter resulted in tha recall of the cruiser 
San Francisco and the gunboats Helena 
and Bancroft from the Evfropean station, 
it is not unlikely that the same course will 
be followed in the case of the vessels re- 
ported at Port Antonio, whose position is 
regarded by naval strategists as even more 
exposed and dangerous in the event of hos- 
tilities than was the case with the Euro- 
pean squadron of about the same size and 
power. The Cincinnati and Castine were 
attached to the South Atlantic station and: 
their withdrawal for service in the home 
station leaves the navy without a single 
representative in South American’ waters 
just as is the case with the European sta- 
tion. The arrival of the six vessels named 
will add greatly to the strength of the 
home squadron. 

Although during the last month and more 
the president has been at his desk every 
day and far into the night, his callers of- 
ten remark the fact that this heavy bur- 
den of care and work does not show on his 
face or appear to affect his health.

The 
detail is regarded as an important one, as 
Captain Duval has been director of artil- 
lery practice at the Fortress Monroe, Vir- 
ginia, school and was very recently order- 
ed to Washington for special duty in the 
secretary's office. His thorough acquaint- 
ance With all branches of the artillery ser- 
vice makes him especially competent to de- 
termine the needs of the service and the 
improvements necessary to seacoast forti- 
fications. The officials decline to make pub- 
lic the itinerary of Captain Duval's trip, 
but it is assumed that it will include many 
of the cities and forts on the coast to 
which it might be necessary to send addi- 
tional troops pnd make further improve- 
rcnts in case of war.

BERNER SPEAKS 
TWITS CANDLER 


Addresses Large Audience At Eatonton 
and Attacks Beth Candidates. 


WANTS TO MEET CANDLER 


Says if His Opponents Remain in | 


Georgia They Must Meet Him. 


HE JUMPS ON MONOPOLY ONCE MORE 


Fought and Sneers at the Execu- 
tive Committee’s Dates. 


Eatonton, Ga., March 2%4.—(Special)—Hon. 
Robert L. Berner spoke here this afternoon 
for two hours and a half in the courthouse 
before a reasonably large audience. He 
was introduced by Speaker H. T. Jenkins. 
Mr. Berner began his speech with the usual 
appreciative remarks about introduction 
and with complimentary references to the 
audience. He did not refer to the Chicago 
convention or platform, nor did he mention 
silver, gold or bimetallism. He announced 
that he was without. malice in this cam- 
paign to any man and with good will to ali. 
He declared that he was opposed by two 
good democrats, for one of whom he Lad 
taken the stump in a previous campaign, 
and for either of whom he would-take the 
stump in the coming campaign if he was 
not nominat himself. 

He pitched {nto what he called the “‘in- 
judicious early primary’ «and said that 
friends of Mr. Candler, who had a majority 
on the state committee, voted for an early 
date because they were afraid ‘Tincle 
Allen” would be beaten any way and were 
afraid to give the other candidates any 
showing. He thought tthe date of the pri- 
mary was a mistake, ae it had a tendency 
to deprive many farmers of the opportuni- 
ty of voting and that he had appealed to 
the committee to wait umtil crops were 
laid by, but they refused. If his friends 
had been in a majority such a request 
would have been granted, he said. 

Mr. Berner twitted Colonel Candler on 
his refusal to participate in a joint debate 
and said if his opponents staid between 
the Chattahoochee and Savannah riveré 
they would have to meet him. He spoke 
of his being abueed, misrepresented, ridi- 
culed and caNed a ratfiroad wrecker and 
communist. He desired his enemies to 
¢how where his platform and the state 
constitution were not in harmony and 
wanted to know which one of his opponents 
had been selected to wreck this constitu- 
tion. He sald the monopolists wanted to 
amend the donstitution a@ to certain 
clauses and he desired to know which one 
of his opponents was gotng to be the ser- 
vile tool of the monopolists if either one of 
them was made govermor. He would have 
to take the oath to eupport the constitution, 
and if that oath is kept he will simply have 
to do what he (Berner) w2s now pledging 
himself to do. 

He said he had never known a man who 
favored monopoly but what he had reaped 
or expected to reap benefit from it. He re- 
ferred to Judge Atkinson’s statement that 
the state could save $79,000 by electing 
judges and solicitors by the people_and 
claimed that he (Berner) deserved credit 
for it, as his vote in the senate passed tne 
bill. He defied Colonel Candler to show 
wherein he could reduce taxation without 
reducing the appropriation for the public 
schools and pensions, and he said hé 
wanted to know where “Uncle Allen” was 
in "92, "94 and °% and where Spencer At- 
kinson was. He asserted that Candier had 
never taken the stump for democracy €x- 
cept when he himself was a candidate. 

Mr. Berner claimed that he had gone in- 
to Aitkinson’s district and spoken for the 
nominee and if Atkinson was on the stump 
he did not hear or see him. He also went 
into the ninth district and if Candler was 
speaking he did not hear of Ht. Referring 
to the commercial convention of Adclanta 
he believed Mr. Atkinson stood with the 
convention, but “only the eternal Lord 
knows where Colonel Candier stood.

than the art of making up beds. 

Dr. Lawrence, of the Masonic Orphans’ 
Home, at Oxford, N. C., followed Mr. Wad- 
dell on the same subject. He said the first 
nian he met in Atlanta was a printer on 
The Constitution who had been an orphan 
in his home and had been instructed in the 
art of printing there. He told of the suc- 
cesses made by the boys who left his home 
and said that they always had good posi- 
tions given them immediately. He thought 
girls should be given good educations and 
siid his girls were instructed in telegraphy, 
stenography, typewriting and other pro- 
fessions. He told of the higher education 
given some of the girls at the Masonic 
Home and said that those who worked hard 
were given diplomas that meant as much 
as those given by the leading colleges of 
the land, 

Dr lIawrence believed in paying the or- 
phans something for their extra work, as 
he thought it fostered a spirit of independ- 
ence and made the boys think they were 
earning their own living and not depending 
upon the bounty of others. There was some 
discussion on the subject of paying the 
orphans small sums for their extra work so 
as to foster this spirit of independence and 
this plan was generally accepted as a good 
One. 

Rev. J. of the Methodist 
Orphans’ Home at Macon, made the last 
talk. His subject was: “‘Ages and Condi- 
tions for Receiving Orphans.’’ He thought 
none over ten years Should be received and 
that none should be taken who were not 
sound physically and mentally, because of 
the fact that it would bé a difficult matter 
to get a disabled or feeble-minded child a 
home after leaving the orphans’ home. 

After Mr. Harrison’s talk the conference 
adjourned to the Baptist Orphans’ Home, 
on Courtland street, where they were 
served with a 6 o’clock tea.

ADDRESSES AT NIGHT SESSION. 


Interesting Talks by Rev. Mr. Jacobs, 
Mr. Sonn and Rev. Mr. Stewart 
on Methods and Plans. 


Dr. Henry McDonald presided at the 
night session of the eonference. Three ad- 
dresses were delivered by delegates—talks 
that were very interesting and gre itly en- 
joyed by the number of delegates 
who were present. 

Dr. McDonald made a short talk 
tween the addresses of the other speakers 
and said many things that were ent rtain- 
ing. He said the present movem nt was 
one that demanded the attention of every 
Christian and any others who were inter- 
ested in the cause of little orphans. He 
said that Atlanta had entertained all kinds 
of conventions, but none so appealed to 
the public as this one should. 

He invited the conference to Atlanta for 
the convention next year and tendered the 
use of the Second Baptist church. He said 
he had never felt more enthused over a 
work than-the present efforts of those 
who have come to this conference. 

“T have seldom heard such good news 
of what is being done and such sad news 
of what needs to be done. I have been 
entertained better than for a long time 
by these exercises today, and I am going 
to hear every word that is said about the 
little chNdren tomorrow.”’ 

After a prayer by Rabbi Marx and a 
song by the choir the first speaker for the 
evening was introduced by Dr. McDonald. 
He was Rev. W. P. Jacobs, of Clinton, 
Ss Cc. Mr. Jacobs’s talk, which he said 
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was entirely impromptu, on the subject of 


“The Best Manner to Develop Manhood in 
. Orphans,” was one that appealed strongly 
to the conference, 
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child’s character must he 
before they will be developed. Make the 
boy respect himself first. Do not restrain: 
give him freedom and show him that you 
trust him. 

‘“‘Learn him,’ he 
right from wrong. 
to these boys’ hearts and they will be 
better. If the child has intellectual power 
develop it, but if he has not do not burden 
him by it. Teach them that every day 
they must not only help themselves, but 
let them bear one another’s burdens.” 

Mr. R. A. Sonn, superintende: of 
Hebrew Orphans’ home, was the 
speaker introduced by Dr. McDonald. 
Subject was the same that of Mr. Ja- 
cobs. He told the necessaries which 
must be foliowed in order to develop the 
manhood of a child and elucidated jt in 
a very clear and forcible manner. His pa- 
per Was greatly enjoyed and he was hear- 
tily congratulated after the gession. 

He said that the influence the teacher 
Was a very great factor and another not 
less than .that was the effect of the asso- 
Ciate. 

“The antecedents of the child,” he said, 
“‘would have to engage our attention next. 
We may have guarded the boy ever so 
closely against contamination: we may have 
achieved most promising results, and yet, 
suddeally, a metamorphosis® takes place 
and a crisis may threaten. Berhaps it is 
the bloed that will tell.

Kuowing 
this, it behooves us to “nquire diligently 
into the family history—and by the timely 
introduction of the proper antidotes we 
can anticipate, counteract or mitigate mor- 
al and mental outgrowths with the same 
chance for success we can dislodge 
and cure bodily excrescences, 

“If. I should suggest another powerful 
help toward the development of manhood 
would be the extension of a good tmmeas- 
ure of freedom. I do not mean to give the 
boys license to run riot, but I do mean 
Scope for the exercise of their God-given 
free will and opportunities for the child 
to act lke a child. I do mean to liberate 
them from the fetters of the endless chain 
of ‘rules and regulations,’ which are often 
fastened on them. 

“Give them liberty of speech; allow 
them, if they diskke you, to tell you so 
without having to fear your vengeance: 

hem ample time to rove and to play; 
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to better manhood than dy restric- 
of the child-nature by the bridling of 
the tongue, by coercive rules and by in- 
cessant servitude. 

“These prescripts are by no means passed 
off as a panacea. But I feel satisfied that 
with the qualifications of the educator, 
guaranteed, the trol of the associate 
secured, the antecedents of the child 
studied and personal iiberty bestowed, a 
sound and solid basis upon which to founc 
the operation of building “up character 
is established. Let us, therefore, resolve 
to advocate these methods our re- 
spective boards. Let us prevail upon them 
not to oe guided in their deliberations 
solely by business methods and business 
reasons, for human souls are no merchan- 
dise. Let us them to us iu 
elevating our orphanages to such a plane 
where the world could say: These people 
have thrown such safeguards around the 
moral, mental and physical welfare of their 
charges as to ri® the word orphan of its 
terrors.”’ 

Rev. J. W. Stewart, of Evergreen, Ala., 
was the last speaker of the evening. His 
subject was “The Children wf the Out- 
cast.’’ 

He spuke from own experience as 
Superintendent of the Evergreen orphanage 
of the children of doubtful parentage in 
the home. He told the story of two little 
boys, the first children of outcasts that 
he had to g@ome into his control. He was 
very undecided whether to take them into 
the home at first, as it was understood ihet 
this kind was not wanted by the trustees. 

He took them, however, and they proved 
*to be among the brightest that he has had. 

“The training of these children must be 
begun when they come into the home. 
Never gp back of that time. I commence 
from the time I come into contact with 
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them. Don't go back; never mind that. 
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into the homes; if more of them were cared 
for in this way the Florence Crittenton 
home whould have fewer inmates. 

“I have thought that if there was a sepa- 
rate institution for this class of children it 
would be the best thing. If we do not. 
however, take them they must go down, as 
they surely will. 

“f[ never tell where the children come 
from. I have no secrets to ‘give away.”’ 

Mr. Stewart's talk was one of the most 
earnest of the conference and went straight 
to the ‘hearts of che audience. He is a 
forceful speaker andtells the stories of «he 
poor Httle unfortunaies with much feeling.

BOND ELECTION 


NOT TILL JUNE 


Movement om Foot to Postpone Election 
fer State Primary. 


MAY HOLD CITY PRIMARY THEN 


It Is Believed This Would Be Better 
Than County Primary for Bonds. 


CHAIRMAN ALBERT HOWELL HEARD FROM 


Wires Mayor Collier Last Night He 
Will Take Up the Subject on 
His Return Monday. 


IIE idea of ho'ding the bond election 
willy the county primary has been 
abandoned. The primary will be held 
April 2ist, as decided by the committee. 
The water bond election will in all, probabil- 
ity be postponed until June 6th, the date of 
the state primary. It is also probable that 
the city primary may be fixed for this date. 

Chairman Albert Howell, Jr., of the 
county democratie executive committee, 
who was telegraphed in New York to ¢all 
a special meeting of the committee to con- 
sider the advisability of postponing the 
primary, wired Mayor Collier last night 
that he would consider the matter Monday 
when he returns. 

The supporters of the bonds, whose para- 
mcunt object is to get the people out to 
vote, would rather hold the election with 
the city and state primaries than the coun- 
ty, believing that the vote will be larger. 
A postponement of four months will not 
hurt the water bonds, and it is thought 
will be much better in the long run. 

In speaking of the matter laSt 
Mayor Collier said: 

“Since Mr. Albert Howell, Jr., will not 
reach here until Monday, even if he con- 
sented to call the meeting of the county 
executive committee to change the date of 
the county primary, it would require a 
postponement of Jonger than a week. This 
might be longer than the county executive 
committee would consent to. It has been 
suggested that “since the county primary 
is for democrats only, there would be 
two or three hundred white voters, republj- 
cans, uninterested, and whom the water 
bonds alone might fall to bring out. One 
plan advanced is that the city primary oc- 
cur on June 6th, the date of the guberna- 
torial primary, and that the water bonds 
election be had at this date. The lively 
contest on for that day would insure a 


large vote. Just what will be done, I can- 
tell.’’ 


Chairman Howell. of the Fulton county 
democratic executive committee, before 
leaving for New York Wednesday, appoint- 
ed a sub-committee to make complete ar- 
rangements for the April primary.

They protest their inno- 
cence. 

The arrest of King Riggins, alias John 
Brown, instead of proving the solution of 
the mystery, as the detectives supposed it 
would, has only served to thicken the mys- 
tery. Riggins offers to prove an alibi in 
order to prove his innocence. He says 
he was on the farm of Joseph Fowler, a 
respectable white farmer of Cobb county, 
on the night of the shooting, and it is 
understood that when Detective Conn went 
to ascertain the truth of this statement 
he found it correct. 

Two negroes were arrested yesterday and 
the detectives believe that there is more 
evidence against them than there is against 
Riggins. These negroes are Powell Sneed 
and Henrv Jtussia. 

The four negroes who were in the house 
at 42 Yonge street when Clark was shot 
there Sunday night, have not yet been 
rearrested and it is probable that they 
have left the city. .They are Savannah 
Brown, Mollie Riggins, Lula Echols and 
William Redding. It is believed that these 
four negroes know who shot Clark, if 
one of them did not actually fire the shot. 

Savannah Brown and Mollie Riggins were 
arrested last night by Detectives Conn, 
Wooten and Looney.

| NEW RULES FOR LUMBERMEN | 


Some Modifications Have Been Agreed 
to by the Railroads. 


tt A CEN 


THEY TAKE EFFECT ON SUNDAY 


Changes Apply Only Where Lumber Is 
Consigned to Points on Southern 
Roads—Rates for Veterans. 


The railroads have made some modifica- 
tions in their rules covering the loading 
of lumber and the changes will go in effect 
next Sunday, March 27th. The changes 
gre those proposed in the Leeds resolutions, 
adopted at the Atlanta meeting, February 
15th. They have been signed by the lead- 
ing roads in this section. 

Under the new rules, there is no change 
in the regulations covering lumber g0- 
ing to points north of the Ohio river be- 
yond the terminals of southern roads. For 
instance, the modifications apply to points 
on the Louisville and Nashville north 
of the Ohio, but not to points on the Big 
Four or the Monon or any of those roads 
which do not cross the rivet. 

It is agreed among the roads that the 
modifications will be in force until the 
next meeting of the Master Car Builders’ 
Association. It may be that the master 
car builders will make some changes, but 
that cannot be foretold. 

At a meeting held in Atlanta in January 
the lumbermen proposed that the rates 
should be advanced 2 cents per 100 pounds 
on lumber and that the initial lines should 
assume the cost of reloading when neces- 
sary. That willingness on the part of the 
lumbermen to accept an advance in the 
rates looked suspicious. The point in it 
was that most of the large saw M.ills 
have their own lumber roads and t!-ese 
would be considered the initial lines. ‘Phe 
advance of 2 cents per 100 pounds was to 
go to these lumber roads. That is, the 
saw mills would pay out 2 cents additional 
and get it back through their own rail- 
roads. That proposition was not accepted. 

The Leeds resolution provided that the 
roads south of the Ohio would accept for 
points this side of the river, lumber loaded 
so as to project beyond the deadwoods 
and with the airbrake operative. 

They will not require wiring of ordinary 
loading unless it exceeds four feet in 
height, and on loading extending beyond 
the end of the car, wiring will not be re- 
quired unless the loading exceeds three 
feet in height and extends more than .10M 
feet beyond the bearing over bolster. 

Bearing pieces of sufficient height to 
keep the loading four inches above the 
floor of the idler will be accepted. 

For points beyond the terminals of the 
respective lines signing the agreement, 
cars must be loaded strictly in accordance 
with mester car buliders’ rules. 

It is also agreed that the roads shall 
take such precautions as they deem proper 
to prevent reconsignment of cars loaded 
to points south of the Ohio. 

In all cases the roads are to assume re- 
sponsibility for blocking the cars apart 
and a charge of 75 cents for each pair of 
cars blocked is to be prorated. 


One Cent for Veterans. 

The railroads in the Southeastern Passen- 
ger Association will grant a rate of 1 cent 
a mile traveled for the United Confederate 
Veterans’ reunion, to be held in Atiania 
in July. This rate ts to be extended to 
other associations for basing purposes, 
provided the other associations grant a 
rate of 1 cent a mile. 

This was arranged at the meeting this 
week of the conference committee at St. 
Augustine. The application for rates for 
the Grand Army of the Republic’s reunion, 
at Cincinnati next September, was post- 
poned. 


Southern Surgeons To Meet. 

Dr. C. M. Drake, president of the Asso- 
ciation of Southern Railway Surgeons, has 
issued a notice of the approaching annual 
convention, which will be held at the 
Hygeia hotel, Old Point Comfort, June 
21-22d.

Charles B. Wright Dies. 

Philadelphia, March 24.—Charles B.

Pacific railroad and heavily interested in 
real estate and industrial enterprises in 
the west and northwest, died at his home 
here today. He had large financial inter- 
ests in Tacoma and in other cities in the 
state of Washington. He died possessed 
of great wealth.

Chicago, March %4.—George T. Nicholson 
was today appointed passenger traffic man- 
ager of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe railway to succeed W. F. White, de- 
ceased. The appointment is to take effect 
May 15th. 


Ordered to Sale. 

Santa Fe, N. M., March 24.—The mas- 
ter’s sale of the Pecos Valley railroad has 
been set by Judge E. Hamilton to take 
place at Eddy on April 19th. It is expected 
the bondholders will buy it in, take it from 
the hands of the receivers and turn it over 
to the new corporation, which will imme- 
diately extend it 200 miles northeast to 
Amarillo, Tex.

DECLARED LEGAL 


Supreme Court Hands Down Decisien on 
Important Question.

SUSTAINS THE LOWER COURT ei 


Great Interest Was Felt in the Out- 
come of the Case. 


THE DECISION IS A VERY SHORT ONE 


Says the Special Act Constituting the 
Court Does Not Conflict with 
the General Law.

eally constituted tribunal of justice. 
decision Says: 

“The acts of the general assembly em- 
bodied in section 4270 and following of the 
civil eode for the establishment of a City 
court upon the recommendation of the 
¢erand jury of any county having a popula- 
tion of 10,000 or more, where a city court 
does not exist, is pot a general law. 

“The local act approved December 13, 
1893. for the establishment of a city court 
for DeKalb county ts not in violation of 
the constitution of this state, which pro- 
wides that no special law shall be enacted 
in any case for which provision has been 
made by an existing general law.” 

The decision has been anxiously awaited 
for many months and the disturbed minds 
of the supporters of the court will be much 
relleved by the announcement from the su- 
preme bench. 

Many efforts have been made to abolish 
the court and all have proved unsuccessful. 
At the last session of the legislature a bill 
introduced by Mr. Henderson to abolish the 
court failed in its passage. 

Some time ago a number of tax payers 
went to Colonel: W. W. Braswell, claiming 
that the court was a needless expense to 
the county, that the work it did eould be 
earried on by the superior court, and asked 
if the tribunal could not be taken off the 
expense list of the county treasury in some 
way. 

Colonel Braswell investigated the law on 
the subject and jearned that the court was 
established by a special act of the legis- 
lature, when it should have been organized 
under the general act, which was claimed 
to have been in existence at that time. 

It was also contended that the local act 
which properly established the court was 
not constitutional, on the ground that no 
special act could be effective where a gen- 
eral law has previously been passed for 
a specific purpose, 

As a test of the legality of the court, Mr. 
Braswell Swore out a writ of habeas cor- 
pus for a negro Who had b2en imprisoned 
by a warrant issued by Judge Parry, of the 
court in question. The writ was heard be- 
fore Judge Candler, who ruled that the 
court was legally established and the war- 
rant upon which the prisoner was arrested 
cCuld stand. The case was appealed to the 
serioe SOAMineed estensey 

BA gd yesterday. 

A serious question had arisen over the 
existence of the court. It was considered 
a very grave matter. The court had been 
in existence for four years and had rene 
dered a number of judgments, affecting in 
the aggregate about $250,000 worth of prop- 
erty, besides the large number of prisoners 
It has sent to the chaingang, which might, 
should the court have been jJeclareg Hie- 
gally constituted, have sued the county 
for the value of their labor for the time 
they spent in the chaingang, if not for 
damages. 

The number of plaintiffs and defendants 
who had had.disputes adjudicated in the 
court might have demanded a reopening of 
their cases, causing serious complications 
and endless litigation.
